LAO, PRK DELEGATIONS IN FRANCE--Hanoi, 9 Feb (VNA)--The Lao party delegation led by 
Phoumi Vongvichit, Political Bureau member of the Lao People's Revolutionary Party 
Central Committee and vice-premier of the Lao People's Democratic Republic, to the 
24th Congress of the French Communist Party was honoured at a reception on Feb- 
ruary 6 given by (Jacques Leser), mayor of Bezons town on the outskirts of Paris. 
On the same day, Phoumi Vongvichit had a cordial meeting with representatives of 
Lao residents in France. He gave a brief account on the present situation in Laos 
and called on Laotians overseas to contribute more to the construction in their 
homeland. Also in Paris, the Association for the Understanding and Development of 
Kampuchea (ASCODEKA), the Kampuchean Association for Mutual Aid and the Association 
for Aid to Kampuchean Children gave a reception in honour of the Kampuchean party 
delegation to the 24th French party congress led by Hun Sen, Political Bureau men- 
ber of the Central Committee of the People's Revolutionary Party of Kampuchea and 
vice-premier and foreign minister of the People’s Republic of Kampuchea. Addressing 
the audience, Hun Sen stressed that the situation in Kampuchea is irreversible. He 
underlined the unshakable militant solidarity between the three Indocuinese peoples, 
and Kampuchea's persistent desire to normalize its relations with Thailand in order 
to make Southeast Asia a region of peace, stability, friendship and cooperation.

PROPOSED INDUSTRIAL LEGISLATION VIEWED

[Excerpt] This is Australian insight and I am (Judith Hinckey). The Australian 
government has given notice that it intends to introduce tough new industrial legis- 
lation. (Owen Nicholl) reports from Canberra on the details of the government's 
move and on the union movement's angry response: 


At issue is a government proposal to pass laws that will do three things. The 
first, and perhaps most contentious, is to give private employers the right to 
stand down workers automatically if they cannot work because of an industrial 
dispute. This right would extend to employers not directly affected by 4 dispute. 
Under present laws, employers must apply to an independent tribunal, the Australian 
conciliation and arbitration commission, if they want to stand down workers. They 
cannot do so themselves automatically. 


The two other things the government says it will do is to ban compulsory unionism 
in most Australian industries, and also to allow unions to amalgamate into fewer 
industry or company-based groups. 


An important backdrop to these moves is the fact that two significant elections are 
to be held in Australia fairly soon. On 13 March, there is to be a key by-election 
to chose the successor to a former liberal prime minister, Sir William McMahon, who 
recently retired from the Australian Parliament while it was in midterm. The elec- 
tion is seen as an important test of how the Australian electorate currentiy views 
the present Liberal-Country Party government in Canberra. Opinion polls Suggest 
the government may lose the seat to the Australian opposition, the Labor Party. 


The other election will decide who governs in the state of Victoria. No date has yet 
been set for this election, but there are indications that the present Liberai- 
Country Party government in Victoria could be replaced by a Labor Government. This 
would be a blow to the Liberal-Country Party government of Prime Minister Fraser in 
Canberra. There have been suggestions that the new industrial moves announced this 
week could be designed to provide an issue that could help the government fight 

both elections. 














[The Fraser government announced its tough new industrial package at a meeting of 
the National Labor Consultative Committee. This was set up to give unions. 
employers, and the government a forum for discussing industrial relations in 
Australia and ways they might be improved. The government's announcement has 
prompted the union movement to consider withdrawing from the committee. There has 
been some speculation in the press that the government's action was largely aimed 
at provoking such a withdrawal. The argument goes that if the unions withdrav, 
they would be vulnerable to the charge that they were not using the consultative 
mechanisms provided by the government on industrial issues. Withdrawal would thus 
provide ammunition for the government in the run-up to the elections. 


The union movement counters by arguing that the National Labor Consultative Conm- 
mittee has been revealed as a worthless consultative organ. On the day the 
government announced its new industrial measures, Prime Minister Fraser launched 
a strong attack on the most influential union leader in Australia, the President 
of the Australian Council of Trade Unions, Mr Dolan, saying that Mr Dolan did not 
hesitate to intimidate and threaten strikes for industrial gain. Mr Dolan, in 
turn, has said that the industrial measures proposed by the government are more 
likely to aggravate the present industrial situation than to help overcome the 
current high level of disputes.

COUNTRY CONCERNED OVER MEAT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS BY JAPAN

[Excerpt] This is “Australian Insight” and I am (Judith Hinckey). The Australian 
Government's claim this week that Japan is discriminating against imported Australian 
beef has emphasized the sensitivity of the issue in both countries, as business 
journalist (Peter Sterling), explains: 


Restrictions imposed on Australia's exports of beef to Japan have at times threatened 
to rupture the otherwise harmonious trading and p..itical links between the two 
countries. In 1974, Japan banned imports of beef from Australia and other coun- 
tries in reaction to the sudden rise in the price of oil at that time. The 
abruptness of the move caused an outcry from the powerful farm lobby in Australia, 
and there were threats to retaliate against imports of Japanese cars and other goods 
sold on the Australian market. In the event, no such action occurred and the 
Japanese again opened their market to Australian and other imported beef. However, 
these imports of beef are rigidly controlled by the semigovernment Japanese Live- 
stock Industry Promotion Corporation which sets the overall levels of beef imports 
in any one year and also specifies what sort of beef is to be imported. There are 
several reasons for this restriction on beef imports. One is to protect the 
inefficient and expansive Japanese beef cattle industry which receives subsidies 
from the Japanese Government and which would be quickly overwhelmed if imported 
beef were freely available on the Japanese market. The second reason for the quota 
on beef imports is to prevent the Japanese balance of payments from being seriously 
affected. This was a gore critical issue years ago, but is not now a practical 
consideration with the massive worldwide trade surpluses being achieved by the 
efficient export-oriented Japanese manufacturing industries. 


Australian officials accuse the Japanese of playing with a double standard of 
wanting free trade internationally to allow Japanese products to compete unfettered 
and yet preventing other countries from selling freely on the Japanese market. 

That same complaint could be levelled against Australia. But irrespective of the 
morality of the situation, the fact is that the trade issue is at the heart of 
Australia’s complaint that it is being squeezed ouc of the Japanese beef market. 
Australian officials believe that the Japanese want to increase the amount of 
American beef sold in ‘apan, but without increasing the total amount of imported 
beef. The only way this can be achieved is by lowering Australia's percentage of 





the entire imported beef market, which in the last few years have averaged around 
to 75 percent of the imported beef. in the last few monthly tenders called by 
the Japanese livestock promotion .orporation the amount of beef specified as top 
erade, grain-fed beef has risen. From the normal 25 percent on specified tender 
it increased to 36 percent last month and to 49 percent this month. Australian 
cattle are fed on pastures &nd very few grain-fed beef cattle are raised in this 
country. Australian officials believe that Japan, in raising the percentage of 
grain-fed cattle specified for import, is reacting to U.S. pressure to try and 
reduce the massive Japanese trade srplus in the U.S.-Japan trade.

Aquitaine), Mr (Donald Brizentaylor), say more than 420,000 cubic meters of gas 

a day had flowed from well in the latest test. He said gas was discovered in the 
area in the 1960's but the discovery had not been developed at the time because of 
the cost. He said the gas could be suitable for export in the short term, and that 
the consortium would continue to search for more gas in the Bonaparte Gulf. [Text]

"INDIAN EXPRESS’ ON QUALITY OF GANDHI LEADERSHIP

[Text] Every nation needs a myth for its survival, and in the first decades of 
independence we had our share of myths: mnon-alignment, a ‘socialistic pattern of 
society,’ planned development. They went to make the compact between the rulers 
and the ruled--what is called the national consensus. 


Mrs Gandhi was not alone in breaking this compact. The dynamics of change found 
the Congress Party a flabby and inadequate instrument. Mrs Gandhi substituted in 
its place and institutionalised the personality cult, always an important factor 
in the Indian scheme of things. 


After Mrs Gandhi's famous victory in 1969, the country lurched from crisis to 
crisis with the assurance that there was a lodestar. The fabric of consensus was 
wearing thin, but it still had some sanctity. The emergency tore the fabric to 
shreds. 


Mrs Gandhi argues that opposition threats, in particular Jayaprakash Narayan's 
‘total revolution,’ brought about a situation which had to be controlled. What 
would have happened if she had resigned after the adverse Allahabad High Court 
judgement in 1975 can only be a subject of speculation, but it would certainly have 
saved the national consensus. 


Janata rule was the result of the ‘bitter medicine’ Mrs Gandhi administered the 
country, as she likes to describe the emergency. It failed because it was an 
emotional reaction to an extraordinary situation and sought to revive the outdated 
"Congress culture" in a new garb. 


India, as any other country, is subject to its ow historical experience, and a 
weak centre has traditionally invited derision and rebellion. The stage was set 
for Mrs Gandhi's return to power because she was the only national leader who gave 
evidence of being strong. 


Thus far it has been a predictable denouncement, in the historical sense. What has 
held some surprises is her conduct since her return to power in January 1980. Her 
personal system of governance has been facing a crisis precisely because it has 
failed to give the country a strong government tempered by justice. 








Mrs Gandhi's limitations, rather than her strong points, have come to the fore. 
These are her obsessive suspicion of her lieutenants, her encouragement of petty 
men who have no scruples, her intolerance of the opposition, her impatience with 
the norms ofa democratic policy. 


That Mrs Gandhi is a politician and not a stateswoman is not her fault. But the 
question staring us in the face is: Where do we go from here? As a political 
tactician, Mrs Gandhi has no peer. Granted that she is matchless in cutting her 
ambitious followers to size, in convincing villagers how bad the opposition is, 
in winning elections, in keeping the opposition at bay, what does it add up to? 


Now let us look at the opposition. Almost all the opposition leaders, not excluding 
the Communists, are children of the "Congress culture." If the original Janata's 
mistake was to revive that lost culture, many of its constituents today are in 
search of a substitute culture that is eluding them. Only the Bharatiya Janata 
Party has a culture of its own which represents in almost equal proportions some 

of the virile aspects of the Hindu past and a measure of discipline sadly lacking 

in the other parties. The Communists have had some success regionally and are 
trying to capitalise on the socio-economic reforms they have been able to implement 
--which shine by comparison with other state governments’ record, modest though 

they are--through their familiar methods of propaganda. 


The political consciousness of men and women in the cities and towns has, meanwhile, 
grown immeasurably, but so have their frustrations. The short point is that the 
numbers game democracy has been reduced to in India enables clever politicians, 
specially Mrs Gandhi, to garner votes in the villages to confront the urban elite 
with the people. 


If Mr A.R. Antulay has become the symbol of political skullduggery in the national 
ruling party, there is no easy way out. With no ‘national alternative’ to challenge 
Mrs Gandhi, the country has no option but to suffer her methods of governance. And 
these methods are now little short of arbitrary and corrupt rule by her minions in 
the states. 


Mrs Gandhi's two years of rule in her new incarnation represent a crisis because 
there is a void, not merely in the sense of there being no national alternative. 

if you try to destroy institutions--of an independent judiciary, an impartial civil 
service, the rule of law--and substitute in their place arbitrary rule, where are 
you leading the country? 


Mrs Gandhi has exploited to the hilt the weaknesses of the Indian system in which 
development and progress in the: country only marginally affect the lot of the poor. 
But surely the answer does not lie in pitting the poor against the rich to derive 
political advantage; rather, the effort should be more vigorously to improve the 
lot of the poor. 


The flowering of the personality cult has highlighted our national weaknesses--of 
obsequiousness, sycophancy and an ability to secure monetary and other gains for 
oneself and one's family through devious means. Mahatma Gandhi's efforts to 
correct these defects by appealing to the ennobling principles of Hinduism and 
Jawaharlal Nehru's attempt to impose a Western code of conduct on his countrymen 
have come to nought in an officially-encouraged age of opportunism.

The socio-economic conflicts, meanwhile, gather momentum, inspired by development 
and pools of prosperity. These are increasingly taking place outside the confines 
of party politics. And lawlessness increases because the proverbial anti-social 
elements take heart from the manner in which Mrs Gandhi's chief ministers rule the 
states. 


No political party has the answer to these basic questions because most political 
battles are being fought within a narrow confine. The opposition has enough 
ammunition to worst the enemy, but its artillery barrage has little, or no, 
effect because the ruling party remains secure in its supremacy in the field of 
manipulative politics. 


We cannot build a new national consensus because that would imply an adherence to 
norms. And norms are being flouted so shamelessly that often the law of the jungle 
--or money--prevails in politics. The new breed of politicians, moulded by Mrs 
Gandhi's years out of office and the emergency, is the Indian equivalent of the 
apparatchik, with an eye on personal gain and advancement. 


If our moral failings loom so large in today's politics, it is because they are 
destroying the basis of our policy. It is no longer a mere question of a parlia- 
mentary or presidential form of government meeting our needs best, but whether any 
system will lead to salvation, given the standards of corruption and chicanery our 
politicians have set. The best of systems can be successfully corrupted by persons 
inspired by the basest instincts. 


Why we have reduced ourselves to our present shameful state is a question larger 
than one can attempt to answer in an article on the anniversary of the founding of 
the Republic. But is is time we drew the correct lessons from the state of the 
country's politics. If the present political system becomes increasingly 
irrelevant to the real problems ot the country, we are merely encuuraging forces 
outside the system to settle scores among themselves. The law of the jungle will 
then truly prevail. 


[f an anniversary is the occasion for reflection and stocktaking, let us put our 
efforts to good use. Thirty-two years are a brief span in a country's life, but 
nation states, as empires of yesterday, can be destroyed by bad rulers--and the 
period of Mughal rule has some striking parallels with today's happenings.

KOH KONG ENEMY CASUALTIES--After grasping the movement of the Vietnamese enemy in 
the regimental positions at (Peam Prek Bambek Thom) and at Phum Prek Kaoh north of 
Koh Kong town, on 25 January at 1800 our special detachments raided these two Viet- 
namese enemy positions. In a 15-minute clash, we killed 55 Vietnamese enemy troops 
on the spot and wounded 207 others for a total of 262 enemy casualties. Among 
those killed were two regimental comaanders, seven battalion commanders and seven 
other company commanders. We also destroyed 6 C-25 radio sets, 2 telegraph sets,

MUTTON TO BE SOLD TO SOVIET UNION

[Text] Wellington, New Zealand, 22 Jan (AFP)--New Zealand is selling 25,000 tonnes 
of New Zealand sheep meat to the Soviet Union, despite the U.S.A. call for sanctions. 


The New Zealand Meat Board made the deal, announced today by Commercial Bureau NZ 
Limited. 


The mutton will be shipped to the USSR before April 1982. Neither the Bureau nor 
the Russians would comment on the price paid for the mutton, but unofficially it 
is learned to be “upwards of $30 million.” 


It is the first major mutton sale by New Zealand this season, after the Meat Board 
was forced to buy-in the mutton kill. This followed a lack of interest by the two 
major buyers of New Zealand mutton, the USSR and Japan. 


A commercial bureau spokesman said today the 25,000 tonne sale would "greatly assist” 
the mutton stocks of the NZ meat industry. The lack of interest by overseas buyers 
so far has forced the Meat Board to buy 90 percent of the 24,000 tonnes of mutton 
produced so far this season. 


it is understood the buy-in has cost the NZ Meat Board about $20 million.

EDITORIAL EXAMINES FAILURE TO IMPLEMENT ISLAMIC PRINCIPLES

[Editorial: “Islamic System and the Administration") 


[Text] President Gen Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq, addressing the Council on Islamic 
Ideology, expressed his great concern over the slow enforcement of Islamic prin- 
ciples. The president stated that the Council should also examine why the laws 
based on its previous recommendations cannot be enforced in a true Islamic 
spirit. The Council should also point out, through a thorough analysis, the 
shortcomings that have crept into these laws either during their formulation or 
enforcement. 


The president has raised a very important question on which not only the Council 
but all of us, including high-ranking officials, should deliberate and try to 
identify those factors that have become obstacles to the enforcement of the laws. 
Various causes may be pointed out, but the main cause, in our view, is the ab- 
sence of an administration that can be effective in the enforcement of Islamic 
laws. We inherited the present administrative machinery, including the judicial 
system, from the British. It is still intact after 34 years, with all its orig- 
inal characteristics. There has been no change in the standards and method of 
selection of the Civil Service. The attire and the language of civil servants 
is still English and their minds and manners are still Western. Our former 
autocratic rulers did not feel any need at all to change the administrative 
structure. And what was the need, anyway, since the old system helped to 
strengthen their dictatorship. The former dictators used to talk about Islamic 
structure to strengthen their positions and take steps toward it, if any, for 
public relations purposes. In reality, they had no intention of changing the 
present structure. 


Since 1977, a new situation has been created as a result of the Islamic move- 
ment. Although the reins of the government did not go to those who started the 
movement, luckily they fell into the hands of an individual who not only made 
the Promulgation of an Islamic system a priority of his administration but, 
through his actions and way of life in the last 3 to 4 years, proved that he is 
quite sincere about the enforcement of an Islamic administration. The presi- 
dency of such an individual was in keeping with the true spirit of the Pakistan 
movement and was useful from the viewpoint of Pakistan. And the masses, as a 
result, were expecting effective enforcement of Islamic laws and a quick change

in their way of life. But as is evident from the concern of the president, the 
change is taking place very slowly. 


From this we can conclude that there cannot be a plausible change in the leader- 
ship unless the administration and the bureaucracy, in its spirit and structure, 
mobilizes itself in harmony with the aspirations and goals of the leadership and 
the masses. If the mind makes a decision and the limbers and certain elements 
either oppose it or are lukewarm about it, then how can those decisions be ex- 
pected to be enforced effectively? Our present administration is not in tune 
with the masses and the aspirations of President Zia for the enforcement of the 
Islamic laws. Its structure, its temper and its bureacrats do not quite see 
eye-to-eye with the Islamic system. There are people in key positions who not 
only do not believe in the Islamic structure but ardently hope that it will not 
be established and continue to put whatever obstacles they can in its path. 


In view of this fact, it is necessary that a change be brought about in the 
country’s administrative machinery, and it should be purged of the British 
spirit and character. Those officials should be appointed to key and responsi- 
ble positions who can be useful and effective in the establishment of an Islamic 
structure and the enforcement of Islamic laws. Right now, our officials fall 
into three categories: those who are dead set against the Islamic structure, 
believe in foreign ideologies and views, and even use their position for fur- 
thering them; those who believe in the ideology of Pakistan but need intellec- 
tual and moral training to work actively for the structure of Islam; and those 
who have an Islamic mind and character in addition to ability. Their appoint- 
ment to high offices can be very beneficial for the Islamic structure. 


As far as the officials in the first category are concerned, it is crucial to 
remove them from key and responsible positions. For people in the second cate- 
gory, proper arrangements should be made for their training. The officials in 
the third category fully deserve to be promoted to responsible positions accord- 
ing to their abilities. Also, people who have Islamic character in addition to 
ability and are enthusiastic about Islamic structure should be appointed from 
outside the departments. Such a change would be quite logical and fair. Change 
of such a nature is especially necessary for those countries with an ideology. 
In communist countries, no one can be appointed to a key position who is against 
communism. Then how can people who are against an Islamic structure and who be- 
lieve in some other system remain in high offices in an Islamic state? 


In view of these facts, until the administration is cleansed and reorganized 
anew, in our opinion effective enforcement of Islamic laws will not be possible. 
President Zia has taken the path of gradual realization of Islamization, which 
is undoubtedly good. But the people in power who are against the Islamic struc- 
ture are trying to ensure its failure by putting obstacles in its path so that 
people will become disheartened about efforts to enforce it. For this very 
reason, cleanup and reorganization of the administration is inevitable. 


We wish to offer a few proposals in this regard. Effective steps should be 
taken to Islamize the ecuational system of the country and those teachers who 
preach foreign gospel should be fired because it is the educational institu- 
tions that supply toole for the administrative establishment. There should be 
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set up a college with a l-year curriculum, with a diploma, to train in Islamic 
education those who wish to enter the civil service. The services of excellent 
religious scholars should be sought for this purpose so that the candidates can 
be intellectually and morally trained before becoming officials and can be aware 
of that Islamic education which relates to the responsibilities of officials. 

In addition to the cleaning up and reorganization of the administration, there 
is a need for educating the masses through mass media, especially through radio 
and TV. The truth is that radio and TV are far from exerting full influence for 
an Islamic system. Also, in these organizations, those elements who are not in 
tune with the purposes of Islam predominate, though it appears that they try to 
give some Islamic color to the programs only to save their hides. The function- 
ing of both radio and TV at present is not effective in speeding up the forma- 
tion of an Islamic system. For this purpose, there is a great need for change 
at the producer level.

SOVIET AID CAN BE ACCEPTED WITHOUT SACRIFICE OF PRINCIPLES

[Text] The American magazine, BUSINESS WEEK, in its column "World View,” has 
expressed the opinion that the Soviet Union is trying hard to persuade President 
Zia-ul-Haq to give up his present stand on the issue of Afghanistan so that Rus- 
sia can accept the Durand Line as the border between the two countries as a 
reciprocal step. The Soviet Union will give Pakistan four reactors under the 
nuclear energy program, a tractor plant and an aluminum refinery and, in addi- 
tion, will purchase Pakistani manufactured goods. It is the view of the BUSI- 
NESS WEEK commentator, however, that Pakistani President Zia-ul-Haq regards the 
United States as more reliable than the Soviet Union and will not be willing to 
bargain with principle. 


As for the extent to which America is reliable and the Zionists controlling the 
economy and the minds in America are well-wishers of Pakistan, the president 
himself knows better than we do. But it is necessary for the pundits in Pakis- 
tan to take a good hard look at the situation and if, by the grace of God and 
through the rivalry of two superpowers, a way can be found to save a poor, hard- 
working and brave nation like Pakistan, they should do it by all means and take 
advantage of the opportunity. Ours is a nation of people who in the past suc- 
cessfully faced the enemy, which was using the people in power in the country 
for its own purposes. There was such exploitation that its parallel has rarely 
been seen since. Pakistanis protected their honor and their religion and re- 
mained steadfast in those hard times. The people who were regarded as no good, 
because they went abroad and worked hard, saved the nation from bankruptcy and 
haos with their remittances. So much so that the Zionist manipulators were 
istonished to see that a country whose veins were bleeding, with Westernisem 
sucking its blood, was not only ready to protect its honor and Islam but was so 
ready that it could even defeat the enemy. Undoubtedly, Pakistan had the bless- 
ing of the Almighty in this. The laws of God are never suspended. He does not 
help those who do not use their minds. All people are His creation and He is 
the source of all viewpoints. He wants to be obeyed. Whoever conducts himself 
according to His laws, He blesses hin. 
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Recently, Pakistan has begun to shun the blind, slave-like following of the West. 
The most important evidence of this is the statement of the President of Pakis- 
tan in NEWSWEEK of 14 January 1980. By then, only 3 weeks had passed since the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and it was feared that the Soviet forces, in- 
toxicated with their strength, would try to advance farther. At that very time, 
Zionist journals were attacking Pakistan and taunting that there was no democracy 
in Pakistan, but a dictatorship. They wanted to shake up Pakistan, which was 
providing excellent manpower and practical help to Arab Muslims. The Zionist 
powers thought that Pakistan's helplessness would eventually leave Arab countries 
to Israel's mercy, and it would then be easy for Israel to conquer more territory. 
Therefore, in the name of empty, deceptive and crime-bleeding Western democracy, 
they wanted to seek Pakistan unstable. The democracy in their own countries has 
become bankrupt, a haven of money-grabbers, tyrants and the enemies of mankind. 


At that time, the President of Pakistan clearly stated to the NEWSWEEK corres- 
pondent that the balance of power on Pakistan's borders had changed. In view of 
the reality of the new balance, the guarantee of the existence of Pakistan could 
only be derived from self-confidence and dependence on its own resources. The 
President of Pakistan had said that it was the exigency of geographical reality 
that Pakistan seek rapprochement with the next-door superpower. In response to 
a question, the President stated that he really wanted the United States to be 
actively involved, but history had taught us not to engage in wishful thinking 
in this regard. As a result of President Zia's statement, the air of doubt and 
uncertainty was cleared, the morale of the country was high and the prestige of 
Pakistan rose considerably in the West. But the people who were victims of in- 
perialism from the time of the British could not believe that the .lvation of 
Pakistan lay in its impartial response to the West and began to create the in- 
pression that the President's response was made for political reasons and that, 
after accepting aid and advice from the West, Pakistan would participate in a 
military action against the Soviet Union. Pakistan, as an Islamic republic, of 
course could not do such a thing. It is the principle of an Islamic government 
that it not create dissonance between what is open and what is hidden because, 
otherwise, it would mislead its own people. Therefore, Islamic states tradi- 
tionally have dealt truthfully with friend and foe. The President of Pakistan 
has reiterated time and again that he favors a political solution to the issue 
of Afghanistan and that Pakistan will not allow itself to become a secret con- 
duit for Western weapons. The Zionist journals, which enter Pakistan unre- 
stricted, have been creating the impression that Pakistan has been actively 
helping to get war materiel to the freedom fighters. It is a lie and the Soviet 
Government is aware of this false propaganda. To learn a lesson from history 
and deliberate over the tesvues with a cook mind is not only the exigency of the 
time, it is also an edict of religion. At this point, a scientific analysis of 
the situation is cructal. 


The first reality of life is that both superpowers are interested only in fur- 
thering their own interests. They want peace, but only because in the atomic 
age there is a danger of their own annihilation. Anything else that is not 
harmful to them does not cause them any anxiety, even though it might destroy 
another country. Both the United States and the Soviet Union embrace actions 
that guarantee their own safety forever. 
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Both the superpowers regard the time of peace as an opportunity to prepare for 
the war to come, and to let that opportunity pass and sot create new weapons is 
tantamount to foolishness and suicide for them. Therefore, both have separate 
strategies to make each other look bad. Whatever business the superpowers con- 
duct with the poor countries is part of their cold war strategy, and their ref- 
ererces to humanity become meaningful only when they themselves are threatened 
by nuclear attack. 


Only those governments in the poor countries can be successful that understand 
these realities and become aware of the policies and tactics cf the cold war. 
They can take advantage of the cold war confrontation of the superpowers and 
better stabilize themselves. India is a good example of this. It has benefited 
not only from Russian industry, as a result of which it is turning into a for- 
midable power, but also from the Western, Zionist propaganda machine, which dom- 
inates the world, favors India and is active ageinst Pakistan. 


In brief, the cold war strategy of the West, that is, Western Europe and the 

United States, is to have t-e poor countries produce raw materials and food, to 
purchase these materials cheaply and to save their own energy for science, in- 
dustry, war and propaganda, and also not to let the iron and engineering indus- 
tries be set up there and waste their time in real or unreal agricultural prog- 
ress, regardless of what large sums might have to be spent on these activities. 
Therefore, the industrial progress of these unfortunate countries is limited to 
cloth and carpet weaving by child labor, fertilizers, the bottling of imported 
pharmaceuticals and the assembly of machines with parts imported from the West. 


In comparison, it is the policy of the Soviet Union to estabiish industry in the 
poor countries so that, in return for a few bicycles, cars, and trucks, the 
masses will not be pressed into hard labor to produce rice, cloth, rubber, 
leather, etc. for free or almost free export to the enemies of the Soviet Union. 
Therefore, even to those countries where Zionist propaganda dominates the minds 
of the people in power, people who condemn the Soviet Union day and night, the 
Sovtet Union provides aid for the manufacture of machinery and for the iron in- 
dustry. Sakiatan's firet and only steel mill and three gigantic power stations 
are a shining example of the Soviet worldwide strategy.

Thus, to keep Pakistan occupied with fertilizers, seeds, agriculture and research 
is the strategy of the World Bank, under U.S. influence, «nd it will continue to 
orovide aid to Pakistan for this purpose, even if Pakistan were to sit on the 
Soviet lap. Therefore, it is absolutely untrue that we will have to change our 
policy if we t«ke help from the Soviet Union.

Circumstances do not demand 
any of those things. india has “een greatly benefited through its opportunism 
and, therefore, is in the process of setting up two aluminum mills, whereas we 
are busy digging 12,000 miles of farm canals. Last year, India launched its 
homemade diesel locomotive, which is an important event in the history of South 
Asia. And still, the United States sides with India. 


Let us pray that God will give us the wisdom to be our own best friend. 0, God, 
Thou art selfless. Forgive our shortcomings and do not deprive us of guidance 
so that when opportunities knock we ignore them or let other people decide for 
us because of our laziness and inaction.

SOVIET ACTION IN AFGHANISTAN UNDERMINES AMITY WITH PAKISTAN

[Text] Russian Ambassador to the United States for 30 years Mr Anatoliy Dobrynin, 
in his meeting with the new Pakistani ambassador, Mr Aijaz Azim, expressed a de- 
sire for friendship on behalf of nis country as well as a deep interest in the 
economic development and well-being of Pakistan. This gentleman is also a men- 
ber of the highest policymaking body of his country, the presidium [sic]. There- 
fore, it need not be mentioned that his word carries weight. Recently, the Rus- 
sian ambassador in Pakistan, Mr Smirnov, during his visit to Peshawar, talked 
about the desire of his country for cooperation with Pakistan and mentioned the 
Karachi Steel Mill and Gadu Thermal Power Station as examples of the existing 
cooperation. 


Russia has extraordinary importance as a neighbor and a superpower. Therefore, 
Pakistanis look upon its offer of friendship and cooperation with exceptional 
regard. But can they overlook the heinous harm done as a result of the unusual 
circumstances of the military campaign in Afghanistan? The rulers of the Soviet 
Union often give assurances that they have no designs on the freedom and integ- 
rity of Pakistan. But they also insist on acceptance of the puppet government 
installed by their armed forces in Afghanistan. Pakistan in its own right, as 
well as in its capacity as a member of the Islamic and nonaligned countries, 
cannot accept that. Certain Western journals have reported that, if Pakistan 
can pay this price, then the Soviet Union can provide it with a nuclear reactor 
in addition to help with many industrial projects. This offer of the Soviet 
Union is not only important but very attractive for Pakistan. But when the 
question of the nation's freedom, integrity, and sovereignty is raised, the san- 
guine hopes for relations with the Soviet Union take the form of despair given 
the context of the Soviet military campaign in Afghanistan. 


Because it is a superpower, the Soviet Union can do as it pleases, but the re- 
sulting reaction will not enhance Pakistan's trust in a Russian offer of friend- 
ship and cooperation. The solution to this Pakistani dilemma is in the hands 

of Moscow. However attractive the offers of Mr Dobrynin or Mr Smirnov may be, 
until the Soviet Union embarks on the path of restoring traditional freedom, 
sovereignty, Islamic freedom and the nonaligned character of Afghanistan, Pak- 
istan, in whatever dire need it may be, cannot shake the anxiety that the Soviet 
military campaign in Afghanistan has caused. 
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COMMENTATOR DISCUSSES PROBLEMS IN SELECTION OF ADVISORY COUNCIL

[Commentary by Wagar Majazi: "Body of Wisemen or Mere Advisory Council"] 


[Text] For quite some time now, there has been talk of forming an official ad- 
visory council. It is not unfair to say that the lack of interest on the part 
of the public has been a cause of delay in its formation. It can be said that, 
if there has been a delay, then surely there was also a cause of the delay. Ac- 
cording to the statements and announcements of very responsible people, however, 
the announcement of the formation of the advisory council is about to take place. 
It is obvious that the people are eager to know about the people whose names 
have been drawn from the lottery for its membership. There is talk of naming 
the advisory council Majlis-e-Shoora. Superficially, there is no difference be- 
tween the meaning of “advisory council" and "Majlis-e-Shoora," but there is a 
clear difference from the Islamic point of view. The concept that is associated 
with the Islamic Majlis-e-Shoora is far broader than the meaning of advisory 
council from the standpoint of grasp and depth. Only those peopie can be eligi- 
ble for membership in Majlis-e-Shoora who are of high learning, character, ac- 
tions, and views, who can be chosen simply on the basis of their honesty and 

the consistency of their thinking. 


Now the question is whether it is possible to choose the right kind of people 
under the present conditions in our society. Clearly, the selection of a few 
hundred right people from the enormous population spread over a large area is 
not within the competence of a single individual or a few individuals. In our 
country, the machinery that is relied on for jobs of this nature has its own 
measures and standards. Until the structure is changed, the use of the stand- 
ards and measures of that machinery cannot produce satisfactory results for the 
people. The matter of municipal elections is not very old. It had been decided 
that these elections would be conducted along nonpolitical and nonpartisan lines. 
But what ahppened in reality was on political grounds and the relevant machinery 
failed to find political associations or it was kept from finding political as- 
sociations for certain reasons. 


It is a tragedy in our country that, in spite of the claims about a search for 
the right people, the right people are not found. At one time, the late former 
President, Ayub Khan, complained that he did not get the right people according 
to the need. In the previous era, it was said time and again: “I can do this 





or that if only I can find the right people." It is hard to believe that, among 
millions of people, there are not a few thousand or a few hundred whose honesty, 
trustworthiness, selflessness, and consistency of thinking is above doubt and 
suspicion. 


In fact, in spite of the assaults of foreign cultures and various other ills, it 
is due to the presence of just such people that our society continued to function 
unchanged and the waves of Islamic solidarity and conscience continued to sweep 
away like a broom those elements that were responsible for disturbances and 
contamination. 


By the grace of God, the mosques in Pakistan were attended even during the period 
when the masses, under the aegis of the government, were exposed to films, plays, 
radio and TV programs, and foreign literature to please them, appease their cheap 
taste, and mold them. There have always been people who were true well-wishers 
of their people and country and who followed the correct way of thinking. Such 
people exist even now and, God willing, will exist in the future, too, and their 
number will increase. But they are not sought out. The people responsible for- 
get one reality, and that reality is that people of character and right thinking 
do not parade around the edifice of power. Rather, they grace tlie houses of se- 
clusion. They remain in their own world and do not help people in their illegit- 
imate activities. By customary standards, in confidential reports they are not 
listed as useful people. Those entrusted with responsibility for selecting the 
right people are too busy to leave their select groups to look. The result is 
that they rely on the relevant machinery for the acquisition of information. To 
expect the elements of this machinery to function above personal likes or dis- 
likes, traditional greed or attachments is a vain hope. 





It is a matter of general observation that there is always a crowd of people 
with an axe to grind around people in power. Honest, trustworthy people of good 
thinking are outside the circle of those with an axe to grind. Therefore, the 
result of the search is that, with slight variation, th same people appear who 
have influence and access according to established custom. A question can be 
raised here: What program should be adopted for selecting a few hundred good 
people out of millions. The answer is that the searcher is a finder. If there 
is intent and will, then success is possible in achieving the goals. 


In spite of the state cf affairs in our society, we have no objection to naming 
the advisory council the Majlis-e-Shoora, but we fear that an Islamic term will 
lose its status and significance. We are not mistaken in thinking that the mem- 
bers of the advisory council or Majlis-e-Shoora will be of the level mentioned 
earlier. Therefore, if an advisory council is intended, its name should remain 
advisory council. 
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EDITORIAL URGFS STRONG ACTION AGAINST BRIBERY

{Editorial: "Rooting out Bribery--Adopt Islamic Ways!" 


[Text] President Gen Mohammed Zia-ul-Haq has stressed the need for effective 
steps to check the bribery in government departments and private organizations. 
In this connection, he said in his special directive that the irregularities 
have taken the form of a cancer. It has become such an established norm in many 
departments that nothing gets done without it. This is not the first time the 
president has said this. Some time ago, in a tone of distress and frustration, 
he said: "The whole house is contaminated here." Obviously, when any malady 
has spread so far and wide, an occasional chastisement can do nothing. Not only 
an appropriate treatment, but surgery is in order. 


The president has also stressed the need for surgery in his directive, which is 
under discussion. What is needed is an aversion to and unstinting cleanup of 
this curse. There is a need for courageous action bolder than any conventional 
measures. Unless such action is taken, the curse will continue to spread rather 
than wane. Many institutions are working at the government level to eradicate 
bribery. But not only have they been ineffective, there is common talk of their 
own officials being involved. 


The state of affiars has reached this extreme, painful situation due to long 
neglect and the failure of corrective measures. Now, by common consent, the 
question is no longer who takes bribes, rather it is: who doesn't? While re- 
viewing this matter, we are reminded of the warning of late Khan Abdul Qayum 
Khan, which he gave during the campaign of the aborted elections of 1979. Any 
ruler, he said, who would try to demolish the practice of bribery with firmness 
and judiciousness would not remain alive, but that was a price that should not 
be regarded as too dear in the interest of the nation. Whenever an evil becomes 
rampant, it cannot be corrected through routine procedures. The curse of bri- 
bery has reached such dimenstions that the judge of the Federal Shariat Court, 
Mr Aftan Husain, while addressing a function on the anniversary of our great 
leader Mr Jinnah on 25 December, was forced to suggest that the workers of any 
department known to be corrupt and known to be bribe-takers should be shot with- 
out legal proceedings. That, he said, would serve as an example to others. 
Obviously, this is an extraordinary proposal, but it also gives us some idea of 
the lines along which a responsible and judicious personality has been forced 

to think. 
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According to Islamic education, both the givers and the recipients of bribes 
will go to hell. When enforcement of the Islamic way of life is being expedited 
in Pakistan, the punishment for bribery should be meted out accordingly. If the 
people involved in bribery are to become fuel for the fires of hell in afterlife, 
why should they be allowed a good life in this world? Bribery is not only an 
administrative ill, it is also a contageous cultural and economic malady. When 
the officials making an honest living see their corrupt colleagues having all the 
fun, they are shaken in their paths of righteousness and lose their courage in 
continuing to deprive their family of the comforts of life, so much so that they 
lose fear of God in addition to their morals. No society can bear the moral and 
cultural brunt of bribery. The dream of an Islamic society can never come true 
when its basis is being laid on dishonesty, greed, extravagance, and ostentation 
rather than honesty, simplicity, contentment, and, above all, fear of God and 
respect of others’ rights. In his directive, the president has hinted at this 

by observing how ironic it is that, in order to build an Islamic structure, we 
are ending the system of giving and taking interest while the system of giving 
and taking bribes increases. 


This is a period of martial law and it is hard to imagine any laws more strict 
and effective than under a martial law government. There are regulations and 
orders against bribery under the martial law, but they have not had any effect. 
Instead, the circle of bribery has widened and even the law enforcers can be 
seen among the ranks of bribe-takers. The tendency toward softness in dealing 
with evil has netted zero results. The stringent laws have only been used for 
extracting higher takes in bribes. If a campaign is launched to end bribery and 
oppose other evils, the habitual offenders and crooks who feel its brunt will 
not be happy. But then again, the authorities, either for reasons of popularity 
or because of wanting to be fair to all, cannot afford the luxury of being en- 
tirely indiscriminate. 


The first step in making the movement against bribery successful is that the 
people in power and high offices should offer examples of austere living, like 
the Islamic rulers of the past. In our goal of an Islamic way of life, we 
should refrain from the established grandiose living. Second, for the purpose 
of eradicating bribery, the departments and the laws should be overhauled in the 
light of Islamic education. In particular, the present system of treating the 
gazetted and nongazetted officers differently in the enforcement of laws should 
be abandoned immediately. In addition, antibribery committees should be estab- 
lished not only on the district but on the subdistrict level. Their membership 
should not be limited to government representatives. Rather, most of their men- 
bers should be elected representatives consisting of respected religious leaders, 
teachers, lawyers, and businessmen. They should have the authority to receive 
complaints from the public against irregularities, bribery, and so on and power 
to investigate and recommend sentences, so that people with complaints will not 
have to deal with the brothers of those against whom they have complained in the 
first place. Unusual matters require unusual measures, and the present matter 
of bribery falls in that very category.

DEMAND FOR PAKISTANI PRODUCTS REPORTED

[Text] Pakistani products are in great demand in Soviet Russia which is buying 
goods from here for the value of its exports to this country according to the bar- 
ter trade protocol envisaging two-way trade between the two countries. 


Addressing a meeting of the Pakistan-USSR Trade and Industry Committee of the Fed- 
eration of Pakistan Chambers of Commerce and Industry on Thursday, Mr. Alexi Sidorov, 
the Soviet Trade Representative in Karachi pointed out that the barter agreement 

of 1981 provided for exchange of goods of the value of 34.5 million US dollars 

from each side. 


Under the terms of the barter, he said, items to be exported to Pakistan included 
tractors, road-building machinery, spareparts, fertiliser, steel billets, cement 
and some other goods, while exports from Pakistan included cotton fabrics, gar- 
ments, leather and other traditional commodities. 


Up to the beginning of this year, he said, Pakistan exported goods worth 20.1 
million US dollars to the Soviet Union. "We have contracts signed for 21.1 
million dollars from our side," he said, adding, that the two countries have not 
yet utilised 40 per cent of the available possibilities in the trade. 


Explaining the reason for non-utilisation of trade opportunities, Mr. Sidorov 
maintained that a number of public sector agencies in Pakistan were not importing 
items from the Soviet Union which were included in the barter with the approval of 
both sides. 


He also maintained some procedural difficulties in obtaining import licences for 
Russian goods in Pakistan and cited the example of fluorescent lamps “for which no 
licence was issued". These lamps were to be supplied by the end of 1981, he added. 


He also referred to the Soviet economic assistance provided to Pakistan for Paki- 
stan Steel and Guddu Thermal Station. 


Earlier, in his welcome address, Hiji Bashir Ahmad, Chairman of the Pakistan- 
USSR Trade and Industry Committee expressed his satisfaction over the growth of 
the two-way trade between the two countries.

BIZENJO CLARIFIES STAND ON PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY

[Text] Mr Ghous Bakhsh Bizenjo, President of the defunct Pakistan National Party, 
has said democracy in the framework of genuine federalism is the "sheet-anchor of 
Pakistan's stability and integrity." 


In a statement issued in Karachi yesterday and released by Mr Yousuf Mustikhan, 
the PNP leader clarified his stand vis-a-vis the demand for provincial autonomy. 


He pointed out that proposals in respect of autonomy were presented to the politi- 
cal parties “and not to the present regime." 


The following is the text of Mr Bizenjo's statement: 


On my arrival in Quetta on 3rd January, after being externed from the provinces 

of Sind, NWFP and Punjab, I made certain comments on political issues while re- 
plying to questions put to me by journalists. I am sorry to say that a section of 
the Press had published stories which tend to give the impression that I am asking 
the present Government to put forward proposals regarding provincial autonomy. 


My and my party's position has been stated clearly and unambiguously more than 
once. We do not ask the present government for anything. We believe in democracy 
and it is our conviction that autonomy for the federating unite of Pakistan is an 
integral part of democracy. There cannot be autonoxzy under Martial Law. 


While I said in Quetta was that we have made several proposals in respect of auto- 
nomy and all of them were presented to the political parties of Pakistan and not 
to the present regime. We want that the political parties must come to an under- 
standing on this issue amongst themselves so that when a new parliament is elected, 
it may introduce necessary amendments in the 1973 Constitution to ensure that full 
autonomy is given to the federating units, with inviolable guarantee for its pro- 
tection. We have not asked for amendments in the Constitution just now. We want 
these amendments to be made by the political parties when their representatives 
enter the parliament through free, fair, democratic elections. That is what we 
are striving for. 


We are with the democratic forces and parties of Pakistan in their effort to bring 
the undemocratic rule in Pakistan to an end and are doing our best to facilitate 
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the participation of all democratic forces and peoples of all the federating units 
in the struggle foi restoration of democracy. 


I sincerely hope that the Press in Pakistan will exercise better judgment while 
publishing the statements of political spokesman and keep in mind that democracy 
in the framework of genuine federalism is not only the sheet-anchor of Pakistan's 
stability and integrity but is also the guarantee of a free Press. 
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EFFECT OF AFGHANISTAN ON AMERICAN GLOBAL STRATEGY, IMPLICATIONS FOR PAKISTAN

[Text] It has been 2 years since the Soviet Union attacked Afghanistan, and 
during those 2 years American analysts have been conjecturing about the reasons 
for the attack. Some analysts think that the Soviets entered Afghanistan as 
part of a long, well thought-out plan. They say that even if there had not 
been a revolution in Afghanistan the Soviets would certainly have one day 
militarily intervened in the country. 


Other American analysts think that the force of circumstances compelled the 
Soviets to attack Afghanistan. They say that the Russians became worried about 
the conditions of disorder under the government of Taraki, and they decided to 
remove him, and wanted to install their own man with the help of the Soviet army. 


According to the analy:'ts of the first group, no matter what their reason, by 
attacking Afghanistan the Soviets have fulfilled their greatest expansionist 
plan. Since the time of Czarist Russia they have been acting according to this 
plan to reach the warm waters of the South. 


Those who advocate the other view, however, say that the purpose of the Soviet 
experiment in Afghanistan is that when a communist government comes to power in 
a country it is essential for the Soviet Union to support it at any cost. 


If we survey both points of view from the standpoi Pakistan then the danger 
they symbolize for us is plain. The meaning of tl t view is that no matter 
what we do, the Soviets have their eye on our warm waters, while the results of 
the other view will prove to be even more dangerous. 


How successful has the Soviet Union been in Afghanistan? There is disagreement 
in America in this regard also. According to press releases, the majority feel 
that the Soviet Union has become badly bogged down in Aghanistan. However, many 
people are refuting this propaganda. 


It seems that the American government wants the people there, as well as people 
in other countries, to believe that the Soviet army is ensnared in quicksand in 
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Afghanistan. Since: 1. The opposition is daily growing in strength; 2. The 
Afghanis have completely rejected the Karmal government and the Soviets; and 
3. The military intervention in Afghanistan has caused social and econoni- 
problems for the Soviets in their occupied Muslim territories, and the Soviets 
have been unsuccessful in establishing peace in Afghanistan. 


The advocates of the other viewpoint say that the Soviets have no need to take 

a second look at their intervention in Afghanistan. They can stay there as long 
as they want. The invasion of Afghanistan has not adversely affected the Soviet 
economy and may even have strengthened it. 


So far as the reaction of the Soviet people is concerned, these American analysts 
say that the propaganda machinery inside the Soviet Union is having no difficulty 
in convincing the people that the Soviet armies have been sent to Afghanistan 

to aid the friendly Marxist government because “imperialists” and totalitarian 
reactionaries have spread trouble there. 


If either of these two analyses is correct, it may produce lifficulties for 
Pakistan. First, if the Soviet Union is now regretting its attack on Afghanistan, 
there is no analyst alive who would predict that it would tolerate such disgrace 
and get .% of Afghanistan. Rather, there is a greater danger that the despotism 
of . _ super power as the Soviet Union will increase and they will attack 

those afghan refugees seeking refuge in Pakistan, which would make Pakist. 1 

itself involved in the war. 


If the other viewpoint is correct, and we accept that the Soviet Union is using 
its men and resources to do damage in Afghanistan according to a predetermined 
plan, then this means that we Pakistanis as well as the United States of America 
have miscalculated the power of the Soviet Union. If we leave aside political 
speech-making and look at the facts, it is clear that no matter how much aid 

the Americans may give us, we can never be a match for our neighbor. 


The Americans have two views on this also. Nevertheless, the Reagan administre- 
tion is making it appear that there is no difference of opinion. Some people 
consider this to be speaking with a forked tongue. But ome fact is clear, 

that after the Soviet attack on Afghanistan, there has been a drastic change in 
American foreign policy, the proof of which is the American aid for Pakistan. 


Besides this, during this period America has made some treaties with other 
countries from which the trend of American foreign policy is clear. These 
treaties can be considered in light of the events in Afghanistan. The recent 
defense treaty between America and Turkey is an example. Another example is 
the recent defense treaty between America and Israel which is clearly aimed 
against the danger from the Soviet Union. Then there is the sale of AWACS 
planes to Saudia Arabia; the treaty for military aid to Sudan is another example. 
There is also the possibility that the Israelis may persuade America to make a 
treaty with the rascist government of South Africa. The Israelis, having 
turned the increasing Soviet influence in Mozambique and Zimbabwe into a mon- 
strous threat, are using the Americans to strengthen their own government. 


Even the peace-loving administration of former President Carter had beat the 
drums of war because of the Soviet attack on Afghanistan, but now that the Reagan 
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administration has come to power in Washington, the “Soviet threat" has become 
the center of American foreign policy. The United States has recently made up 
a rapid deployment force consisting of 5000 American soldiers which can be set 
down in Egypt, Sudan, Somalia and Oman at any tine. There is an American 
military base in Somalia and they will very soon have another military base in 
Oman. 


There is also the possibility of a silitary treaty between the U.S. and Jordan. 
Jordan s King Husain recently visited Washington and met with President Reagan. 
He went home happy and said that the Hashemite monarchy of Jordan has always 
been dear to the U.S. and it has always sought its welfare and prosperity. 


One more country with which the U.S. is about to have a military treaty is 
Nigeria, which has requested millions of dollars of American aid. A rumor is 
floating around Washington that in order to compete in the Middle East a 
headquarters will be built where an American military presence can be made 
certain. Presumably these American bases will be in Egypt, Sudan, Somalia and 
Saudi Arabia where they will keep the Rapid Deployment Force. 


The U.S. is making a great many “sco.t teams” for the Third World which will 
provide advisors for those countries’ plans for economic progress. 


Besides the Middle East and Africa, America has made military arrangements with 
Taiwan and China. In addition, it has given permission to Australia to obtain 
atomic technology of the highest order from which that country will very quickly 
become a nuclear power. 


Domestically, America has appropriated $20 billion [as published] to spend cn 
weapons, and this is the largest budget ever passed in the Congress. Congress 
has also accepted a bill for $11 and 1/2 billion for foreign aid, and this is 
the firet formal bill in the past 3 years. 


This is how people are thinking here. There is no doubt now that the U.S. is 
building up ite arms, since the Reagan supporters say that Russia only uncer- 
stands the language of power. Many people are discussing this subject and warning 
of dangers in the future. 


Take former President Carter for example. He recently said of Reagar that he 
is needlessly provoking the Soviets. A minority of analysts, including former 
President Carter, say that the Soviets have followed the example of the U.S. 

in entering the arms race. They say that although Russia does not let slip any 
opportunity to further its ideology, it still is not prepared to clash with 
Washington. 


But no matter what the aims of American policy, they are not without danger for 
Pakistan. In contrast to those other countries with whom the U.S. has made 

defense treaties, Pakistan is directly conmnmected with conditions in Afghanistan. 
There are Afghan refugees in Pakistan, and on its borders guerrillas are active 

in Afghanistan. Besides this, there are many internal and external problems of 
Pakistan which are in need of solution. In short, Pakistan is no heaven in 

which to take it easy, and the way in which Pakistan looks at the U.S. is completely 
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different from the American viewpoint. It may be that the U.S. is justified in 
arming the entire world, but Pakistan is not ready to be made an arena for a 
trial of strength between the superpowers. Pakistan should clearly make its 
excuses to Washington, saying "Sir, we cannot give permission for this drama 

to be played in our country.”

GEN ZIA‘S POLITICAL AMBITIONS, MOTIVES ASSESSED

[Text] The majority of political circles here has opposed in principle the Fed- 
eral Advisory Council that was announced a few days ago by President Gen Zia-ul- 
Haq and regards the Council as injurious rather than helpful in solving the 
country's political problems. One circle, in which the defunct Jamaat-e Islami 
was prominent, opposes the establishment of a nonelected, nominated body. But 
up to the time this column was written, the Jamaat had not forbidden participa- 
tion in the Council by those of its members who, as far as it knows, were se- 
lected on the basis of their professions. But many will not understand the dis- 
tinction thus drawn between professional and nonprofessional and will be wondering 
how it is that, when a party is opposed in principle to the formation of a body, 
one can regard as useful the participation in it of one's technocrat members. 
But the head of the party answered such expressions of surprise with the comment: 
"We will cooperate with any action the government takes that resembles democracy,” 
because “after all, we have not decided on noncooperation.” The leaders of the 
Jamaat may understand their own principles and preferences, but their behavior 
is quite unintelligible to those with political sense outside the party. [We 
have something to tell them:] You say that you have been cooperating with the 
government in such good things as the problem of the Afghan refugees and the ad- 
m nistration of the religious tax (zakat). Now, the formation of the Federal 
Council is either an act of piety or not. If you think it is, then you should 
support it fully and without mental reservation. If not, then do not get in- 
volved in distinguishing between technocrats and nontechnocrats and make an un- 
equivocal decision. A member of your party remains one, whether he belongs to 

a profession or not. This policy of being half inside, half outside may appeal 
to you, but the ordinary citizen will not think well of it. Your well-wishers 
will want you to take a clear and definite stand; your image demands it. 


Anyway, that was a parenthetical statement. What we are saying is that even 
those who are not greatly opposed to the formation of the Federal Council are 
not satisfied with ite composition. Thus, a responsible leader and second-rank 
official of Jamaat-e Islami explained that an important reason for his dissatis- 
faction with the new Council was that its members were not up to standard and 
seeing them confirmed his opinion that the body could not perform any useful 
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service. It has been noted in many circles that several individuals connected 
with the former ruling party have been included in the Council, even members who 
could not show their loyalty to their own party. In other words, members of the 
Peoples’ Party have been included in the Council who are notorious for flatter- 
ing those in power and whose principle in life is to worship any rising star. 
Many will wonder why this has ahppened; has there been some mistake? In spite 
of the long investigation that the government conducted for a year and a half or 
so, could it be possible that it did not realize that those it was finally se- 
lecting were not up to snuff but had joined the former premier's party because 
of his influence and were not sincere even with him? We think that the govern- 
ment has not made a mistake after all but has deliberately included these in- 
dividuals. It appears that, when selecting the majority of the Council members, 
the standard was not the political past of the individual or the state of his 
personal probity and piety but rather whether he is in a position to win elec- 
tions in his area. Professional men and religious scholars have been included 
in the Council, but the majority of them belong to families who under every re- 
gime have shared in the power and influence and find their avocation, or rather, 
profession, in politics. 


How did this happen? Was it a coincidence and were these people selected be- 
cause there were no better men available? We do not think so; we believe that 
the selection of these persons was the result of a long-term plan under which, 

if and when the present ruler or rulers should decide to enter politics directly, 
they would be ensured of the support of the families and individuals who can de- 
liver votes and can push a man to power. We would not have expressed this view 
yet if the president of the country had not made it easy for us to do so. A few 
days ago, the president talked with Pakistani journalists in London, an excerpt 
of which should clarify the situation immediately: 


“Answering a question about the views of 80 percent of Pakistan's silent major- 
ity, President Zia said that this would be so if he entered the field of poli- 
tics, formed a party and hoped that this 80 percent would support him. But such 
a program had not taken any final shape, hence the Advisory Council was for an 
interim period" (JANG 30 Dec 81). 


There is no need to explain here in what direction the President's mind was work- 
ing. The excerpt becomes more important in light of the fact that, up to now, 
the president's position has been that he would not form any political party but 
would retire from government and politics after the restoration of elected 
bodies. But now he did not say that; what he said was that the program for his 
entry into politics had not taken "final shape." The difference between the two 
positions is obvious. It would not be incorrect, then, to conclude that member- 
ship on the Council was decided with an eye to future possibilities. The selec- 
tion of the former ruling families, of the supporters of every government in 
power, and of those able to deliver large numbers of votes in their precincts is 
not coincidental but deliberate. Behind it is a purpose and an objective. It 
is beside the point that the interim period during which the Council is to work 
may end in such a manner as to render the plan impractical or for some reason 
undesirable. But these are conjectures. Plans are made on the basis of exist- 
ing conditions and available options and at this time the majority of the men- 
bers of the Council have been selected on the basis of their future usefulness. 
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The question may be asked that, if nominations to the Council were actually made 
on the basis of the above-mentiones plan, what is wrong with that? Other indi- 
viduals can take part in politics--why not the present rulers? The answer is 
that no one can be criticized for entering politics; educated persons experienced 
in administration have a special right to enter politics. But the tragedy of 
this country is that there are not many educated, experienced and high-minded 
individuals in politics. If an individual, who has remained in public service 
and worked in the government for several years and thus gained experience in 
several fields and also has a circle of admirers, should enter politics, we 
would consider him a good addition to the field. If, from this standpoint, the 
present ruler is preparing the ground for entering politics, or has the inten- 
tion of doing so, he cannot be criticized for doing so. There is, however, one 
aspect of the situation that we wish to draw attention to. The present govern- 
ment, under President Zia's leadership, is trying to establish an Islamic society 
in the country. Whatever one's views may be regarding the success of this effort 
so far and its subsequent results, it is still a fact that this government claims 
its true objective to be to try and make Pakistan into an Islamic society in the 
true sense of the word. This objective is even considered to be the greatest 
argument for its continuation in office. In view of these conditions, it would 
not be wrong to expect that the leader of the government, who is its moving 
spirit and can be regarded as the one most responsible for giving it an Islamic 
color, should have as his most important objective the establishment of an Is- 
lamic society when he enters politics proper. He himself claims to be working 
for this objective, which he upholds with great conviction. His reason for en- 
tering politics would be to continue, in another fashion, his efforts for an Is- 
lamic system. It would not be unreasonable to expect that in choosing his helpers 
and associates he would keep in mind the goal for which he claims he is working 
and select individuals who are as truly attached as he is to the same objective 
and who would assist him sincerely in achieving that aim. He would have to guard 
against selecting individuals as fellow travelers who are more interested in his 
office than in the establishment of an Islamic system and have agreed to support 
him as a means of gaining access to the seats of power. 


The comparison here is not perfect, but should serve to illustrate the point. 

The former prime minister raised the slogan of socialism and social justice, but 
surrounded himeelf with landowners and exploiters who were themselves the great- 
est obstacle to social justice. The result was that neither socialism nor social 
justice were achieved. It is said, correctly, that the word “socialism” was used 
to attract the eumpathies of voters, that if there was any attachment to social- 
iem it was shallow and self-seeking, that there was no sincerely in the slogans 
and that the promises that were made for the establishment of socialism were 
never meant to be kept. Let it not happen that the present ruler should make 

the same mistake, so that tomorrow it may be said of him that what happened to 
socialiem under the former regime happened to Islam under the present one and 
rhat fust as the other's attachment to socialiem was shallow and self-seeking, 
this attachment to Islam was not strong or real. So, Mr President, if you wish 
to escape this accusation, and if your attachment to Islam is sincere, then in 
the selection of your associates you should pay more attention to whether their 
views harmonize with yours and whether they are truly interested in Islam, rather 
than select them for their family connections and their ability to deliver votes. 
Otherwise, history will deliver the same verdict on you that it did on your pre- 
decessor's socialism. 
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If, Mr President, you agree with our analysis and advice, we shall proceed to 
tell you the most bitter truth of all. It is as bitter as the proverbial plant 
of patience that bears a sweet fruit. Remember that, if you enter politics, it 
will not be sufficient merely to talk of Islam. Time requires the solution to 
problems. The claims for social and economic justice demand to be heard and you 
will not be able to ignore them. If you should confine your belief in Islam to 
mere prayers and fasting, offer these as the best proof of your attachment to 
Islam and then expect people to certify you as the leader of Islam, you will be 
disappointed. You will have to act according to the true precepts of Islam and 
become the standard-bearer of justice for the deprived, the downtrodden, and the 
oppressed. Your true sympathies will have to lie with the have-nots. The slo- 
gan for economic and social justice of the former ruler was not sincere, but 
there was nothing wrong with the slogan itself. That was why, in spite of the 
lack of sincerety, the slogan gained support and even today exercises its magic. 
The slogan revealed a real need and a real problem; it took root in the hearts 
and minds of the people. The demand for economic and social justice is resound- 
ing throughout the Third World. Islam is itself the greatest standard-bearer of 
justice, and anyone who claims to champion Islam and wants to attract public 
support will have to become a standard-bearer of revolutionary Islam. If you 
should undertake to establish an Islamic society but set out in the company of 
priviliged classes, exploiters and debased elements, not only will you not earn 
a good name, but you will also create misunderstandingse shout Islam and be re- 
sponsible for injuring its cause. If the purpose is to serve a high and valid 
cause--and what can be a higher cause than Islam, then adopt a course of action 
and select companions that will help you achieve that objective. But if the 
goal is merely a personal and temporary advantage, then use any name, adopt any 
measures, shout any slogans; it makes no difference. If you invoke Islam, how- 
ever, you should realize that the burden will be heavy, a hundred, maybe a 
thousand times heavier than socialism. It will hold you to account, then set 
you at war with society. All vested interests and powerful classes will become 
your enemies, and your only solace will be your faith and sincerety. Only 
saints can undertake such a task. Go ahead if you have the courage; otherwise 
make no claims. To make claims and then retreat, or take a wrong path, is un- 
worthy of a man and offensive to God.

PROFITEERING, BLACK MARKETING FLOURISH; INFLATION CONTINUES

[Text] The governor of Sindh, Lt Gen S. M. Abbasi, addressing the winter ses- 
sion of the Provincial Council, expressed his helplessness and acknowledged his 
administration's failure to control prices. The governor said that the commit- 
tees appointed for the purpose could not stem the trend of rising prices. Even 
court proceedings did not succeed in checking the rising prices of consumer 
goods and ending black marketeering and smuggling. The governor said: "I am 
tired of giving sentences. There is a shortage of judges. If they go out 
[after price inflaters] to control the prices, then there arises a hue and cry 
that the courts are empty." 


Civil and martial law powers are concentrated in the person of the governor. It 
is surprising and regrettable that such a powerful provincial official finds 
himself helpless against profiteering, hoarding, black marketeering, and smug- 
gling. No government, by declaring itself helpless against the criminals, can 
abandon its responsibility for making consumer goods available to the poor at 
fair prices. Inflation caused by profiteering, hoarding, and black marketeering 
has created great difficulties for the middle and lower middle classes. To end 
profiteering, there is undoubtedly a need for building the character of the con- 
sumers as well. But the real responsibility falle on the government. It should 
use economic strategies as well as punishment for the purpose. The government 
should determine the reasons for its failure and should take effective steps to 
overcome the problem. The expression of helplessness on the part of the govern- 
ment will only encourage the profiteers, and they will think that the government 
can do nothing against them. Therefore, the government should not create this 
impression and, to bring prices into line, should carefully launch an ongoing 
campaign.

EDITORIAL OFFERS STERN VIEWS ON RELATIONS WITH INDIA

[Text] Indira Gandhi, being interviewed by American television, said that, even 
if a small positive step is taken by the President of Pakistan, “we will drown 
all our doubts in the Ganges and begin to live like true friends and brothers 
and give each other aid and confort in our hour of need." Obviously, this in- 
terview must have taken place quite some time ago because the Indian Prime Min- 
ister has given many statements since then that are not at all in harmony with 
this interview. From this, it is not hard to conclude that Mrs Gandhi simply 
wanted to mislead American public opinion through this interview, so that senti- 
ments found there favorable to Pakistan would be lessened. Pakistan's efforts 
to establish good relations with India began shortly after the creation of Pak- 
istan when our founder and great leader, being interviewed by a Renter corres- 
pondent on 25 September 1947, declared to the rulers of India: “As a free, 
equal, and sovereign country, we are always prepared to strike friendship or 
enter into an agreement with India, as with any other country." What was the 
response to this positive step from the Indian rulers? “he continued the massa- 
cre of those Muslims whom they regarded as part of the population of undivided 
India. They devoured that property of Pakistan, the return of which was their 
moral and legal duty. Through military action, they occupied Junagarh, Manawader, 
and Mongral--states that had outwardly annexed themselves to Pakistan. They 
started a military expedition against Jammu and Kashmir, a state that had made 
an agreement with Pakistan. They also made the free Muslim state of Hyderabad, 
through military action, part of India. They did all this in response to the 
offer of a Muslim leader whom they knew well as a man of his word and of 
integrity. 





The leaders of Pakistan, under the plan for the partition of India, even agreed 
to give up those parte of East Punjab that had Muslim majorities and wanted to 
be a part of Pakistan. In the words of our great leader Jinnah, the action of 
the Boundary Commission was unfair, hard to understand, and misleading and was 
based on political reasons rather than justice. But, once the Quaid-e-Azam ac- 
cepted it, he said that, as a respectable people, we should abide by it; and 
Pakistan did abide by it. On the other hand, such is the character of India 
that it started to occupy the adjoining regions and states of Pakistan. Drunk 
with power, Indian leaders began to make plane for a larger India by eliminating 
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Pakistan. If the Hindu leadership had accepted the partition of the country with 
sincerity, there would have been no military action against East Pakistan, nor 
would Mrs Gandhi, after the creation of Bangladesh, have falsely claimed that 
India had drowned the two-nation theory in the Bay of Bengal. First Pandit 

Nehru and then his dear daughter, Indira Gandhi, have been widening the gulf of 
fear between us. How can Mrs Gandhi say now that, if Pakistan took a positive 
step, “we would drown all our doubts in the Ganges." 


It is not clear what she means by a positive step. Her character and her past 
record indicate that for her a positive step can only be a guarantee of India's 
hegemony in the subcontinent. A plan of this nature was also hatched by the 
United States during the Kissinger era and Mrs Gandhi was willing to be the area 
"policeman" for the United States. She tried to gain a similar position in the 
Russian scheme of Asian security. The spped, and the cost to the poor people, 
with which she is turning the country into an arsenal of weapons shows the di- 
rection of her real thinking--the hegemony of India in South Asia at all cost. 
If you peek into the past, you will discover that the Hindu leadership was even 
willing to accept dominion status for India under British imperialism for the 
sake of establishing “Ram Rajya" (Hindu rule). Even then, its goal was not com- 
plete freedom but to subjugate and rule over the Muslims of the subcontinent. 
The subcontinent got its freedom only after the Muslims of the region raised the 
slogan for a separate state as well as complete freedom. As a result of that 
slogan, not only a separate and free Muslim state came into existence, but the 
Nehru family also got a free India. It is another matter that Nehru's preten- 
sions against imperialism were exposed after he appointed an English viceroy as 
the first governor general of India. On the contrary, the self-pride of the 
Pakistani people did not allow them to appoint Mountbatten as governor general. 
For this, Pakistan, because of its adherence to the principle of freedom, was 
punished by the unfair boundary settlement and the usurpation of its lawful 
property. The British prime minister at the time, Mr Attlee, let the cat of 
conspiracy with the Hindu leadership out of the bag by saying in Parliament it- 
self that, if not for the insistence of Mr Jinnah, England would have left India 
undivided. He added with confidence that this division would be temporary and 
India once again would be a member of the Commonwealth. Consequently, the 
leaders of India have since dreamed of an undivided India. The namesake Muslim 
disciples of this Hindu leadership have been caught in the snare of this deceit 
and their true as well as ideological offspring is still victim of the same 
deceit. 


What Indira Gandhi calls a positive thing is that Pakistan should disarm; should 
not have an army of ite own; and, by losing its free and sovereign status, 
should become like Sikkim and Bhutan--under Indian domination. Indira Gandhi 
does not like to give Pakistan even the status of Nepal because, after all, the 
King of Nepal is Hindu, whereas Pakistan is an Islamic republic and has a sepa- 
rate identity from India. Indira Gandhi should know that the Islamic view of 
life is based on freedom. It prefers death over slavery. This is why Afghan 
Muslims, under great hardships, have been resisting a superpower like the Soviet 
Union for the last 2 years. They have demonstrated that death is better than 
slavery. 
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Pakistani Muslims are realists. They acknowledge that India is a larger country 
in area, resources, and population. That does not mean that Pakistan should go 
under by declaring India the dominant power. The peace offer by Pakistan is an 
indication of its positive attitude. It is a reflection of its true desire for 
peace in South Asia. Now it is the duty of Indian rulers to embark on a posi- 
tive and realistic path, the exigency of which would be, realizing the need for 
peace in the area, to remove the self-created doubts and fears. And to create 
an environment of goodwill and cooperation, India should accept Pakistan as an 
equal and sovereign neighbor and should abandon any thoughts of ever interfering 
in its domestic matters.

ARABS SCORED FOR NOT PROTESTING SOVIET ACTION IN AFGHANISTAN

[Text] Although voices of protest and condemnation against the Russian military 
action in Afghanistan have been raised all over the world and the Afghan freedom 
fighters have been praised for the way they have resisted Russia's military 
might, without resources but with a "do or die” attitude, the Afghan people are 
fully justified in complaining about the Islamic world, especially the Arab 
countries, because not a single effective resolution has been passed against the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan in all the conferences of their foreign ministers 
and leaders. The differences among the Arab countries are no big secret; but, 
if only they had made a concerted effort in asking the Soviet Union to withdraw 
its armies from Afghanistan, such a demand from the Arab world could not have 
been ignored by the Soviet regime as easily as demands from some other interna- 
tional groups. It is extremely ironic that even Syria, backed by certain pro- 
Soviet countries, made the recent Arab leaders’ conference in Fez unsuccessful, 
a conference that was to look at the possibility of adopting Prince Fahad's 
Middle East proposal as Arab policy. Now President Hafiz al-Assad of Syria is 
touring the capitals of those very countries that in Moscow's terms are reac- 
tionary and puppets of the United States. 


It, God forbid, the Middle East is cast under the clouds of war because of the 
open warlike policies of Israel, then the difficult situation of the Arab coun- 
tries will inevitably be exposed and the Middle East will become an arena of 
world war. One way of preventing this is for the Arab countries not to prolong 
their policy of ignoring the Russian military action in Afghanistan. Rather, 
they should regard restoration of the freedom of Afghanistan as their own pres- 
stvation and strengthening. If the Russian occupation of Afghanistan is allowed 
to gain strength, the Soviet Union will use it as a base to move toward Iran, 
Pakistan, and the Persian Gulf. It is in the Islamic, particularly Arab, inter- 
est not to allow the Soviet presence in Afghanistan to solidify and to force 
Russia to withdraw.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE ON URDU PRESSES LANGUAGE REFORMS 
Urdu-English Conflict

(Commentary: “Urdu Conference--Election Replay") 


[Text] Once again, the efforts of Dr Syed Abdullah, the veteran teacher-scholar, 
bore fruit, and the 2-day conference of Urdu societies convened by him in Lahore 
came to a successful conclusion last Friday. Urdu-loving delegates from all 
over the country participated in this conference. They can be regarded as true 
Urdu-lovers because they traveled from far off cities to Lahore at their own ex- 
pense and, as usual, paid for their meals and hotel rooms from their own pockets. 
These people are not so well off that their sacrifice of time and money will not 
affect them. They are generous people. Every year, responding to the call of 
Dr Abdullah, dropping everything they are doing, they come to Lahore for a 2-day 
conference. They listen to the speeches in support of Urdu and, after passing 
resolutions for its enforcement, return home--only to return again next year for 
an election-like replay of the same thing. This process may continue for years 
to come. The resolutions enacted are not implemented, but neither do the people 
refrain from continuing to pase them. Therefore, in the resolutions that were 
passed this year, after acknowledging Gen Zia-ul-Haq's fondness for Urdu, de- 
mands were pressed for the enforcement of an Urdu ordinance, the use of Urdu as 
a medium of instruction in education, rejection of the new intermediate curricu- 
lum scheme, closure of English-medium schools, discontinuation of English as a 
medium of instruction and as a mandatory subject for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, an end to English as the medium for competitive exams, acceptance of the 
cultural importance of Arabic and Persian, ending the use of English numbers as 
well as the use of English for personal purposes, and so forth. Many other in- 
portant demands were included in the resolution as well. 


In connection with the tug-of-war between English and Urdu, if you really want 

to ask, our “expert opinion" is quite different from that of others. To us it 

is really a war between the ruler and the ruled, the oppressor and the oppressed. 
Since the creation of Pakistan, the “English clase" has kept the "Urdu class" 
under its yoke, because a great number of people in the bureaucracy belong to 
those people whose total wealth is in their fluency in English and their Western 
way of living. These people have far less intelligence than the people who 
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cannot speak English by distorting their words and who are not aware of the 
blessings of Western culture. Therefore, if English is done away with and the 
pipe is removed from their mouths, their positions will quickly be filled by 
the people who otherwise lose out in every competitive exam because of lack of 
help from English and the pipe. The members of the English-speaking union are 
fully aware of this reality. Therefore, whenever the “black majority" begins 

to back its once usurped rights in the context of language and culture, "the 
white majority" puts its finger into the pie. And it is for this very reason 
that Dr Syed Abdullah has to convene a conference for Urdu every year and pre- 
sent resolutions anew. But this year, not knowing why, we feel that the efforts 
of Mr Syed will bear fruit to some extent. This may be wishful thinking on our 
part; God willing, no obstacles will arise in the way, otherwise Mr Syed in his 
old age will have to demonstrate a replay of resolutions again next year--though 
our eyes hope to see something else.

[Text] For a week and a half or more, it was anticipated that the president 
would have some good news on 13 November. On 13 November, he said that the talk 
would take place on 15 November because the 13th was not an auspicious date. 
The 15th of November came and went. Nothing positive had yet been revealed. It 
can be said that it was wrongly inferred from something the president said that 
he would have good news. Anyway, this impression was created. Hopes were 
raised. Expectations were awakened. Then, on 15 November, all hopes and expec- 
tations were erased. It can be argued that the people should be realists. Un- 
der the present circumstances, what can be good news? Is the Soviet Union will- 
ing to remove its armies from Afghanistan? Is India willing to cultivate true 
friendship with Pakistan? Can steps be taken, under the present circumstances, 
to restore democracy? This last was not on anyone's mind. Other things are an 
impossibility; what, then, could be the good news? 


If because of a misunderstanding or some other reason the news about good tid- 
ings got printed or broadcast, then there was time and ways enough to dissipate 
the impact this created. But nobody thought that, if good tidings were not 
broached on 13 or 15 November, the feelings of the masses would be hurt. If a 
raised hope is shattered, then disappointment ensues. The government does not 
lack experts on eloquence in publishing and broadcasting. 


But the expectations that ended after being raised have caused an opinion to be 
formed. From the tale of good news or the absence of it, it has become clear 
that the people do want important news, news that would have the status of good 
news. 


It cannot be hoped that the inflation will be brought under control or the genie 
of corruption imprisoned in a bottle, that justice will become inexpensive and 
prompt, that the destructive elements being nurtured in the country will be de- 
stroyed or that censorship will be removed. From no quarter or group, from the 
day of the publication of the likelihood of good news until the announcement of 
ite being a hoax, was anything heard that might have had a bearing on such mat~- 
ters. No big deal even if the names of members of Majlis-e-Shoora were announced. 
People have been engaged in guesework and it is not important who said what or 
what forecasts were made in what group. The important thing is that people want 
heartening news; but, under the present national and international circumstances, 
there can be no hope of very heartening news.

During their meeting, Prime Minister Virata briefed the Carrington body on various 
government programs and priorities for development, to help the visitors identify 
the areas into which they can invest.

After the talks, Prime Minister Virata hosted a luncheon for Lord Carrington and 
party at the MacArthur Suite of the Manila Hotel.

ASEAN INCREASINGLY ‘FRUSTRATED’ BY KAMPUCHEA

[Editorial: “ASEAN Leaders’ Frustration Is now Escalating”) 


[Text] The vote in the United Nations General Assembly condeming Israeli annexation 
of Golan Heights points up once again the fact that this meeting ground for 157 states 
is nothing but a big mouth with absolutely no teeth. It is not our intention to 

argue the merits of Israel's action, but to underline the impotency of the General 
Assembly. One could of course come up with the perfunctory remark that the voting 

in the General Assembly reflects world opinion--but since when has anybody cared 

for world opinion? Another argument would be that the UN Security Council has all 

the teeth and so it is unnecessary for the General Assembly also to have power. 


But that is only begging the question since the Security Council itself has no power 
because the five permanent members exercise the veto and any one of them can hamstring 
any resolution. In some rare instances there is accommodation among the permanent 
members of the Security Council and a resolution is passed on an iaportant issue. 

One of them, of course, is about Israel hersélf and the creation of a Palestinian 
state which still remains only a resolution buried in the UN headquarters with 

little chance of being implemented. There have been other resolutions like the 
sanctions on Rhodesia (now Zimbabwe) and prohibition of the sale of arms to South 
Africa which never had much effect. 


Our concern in this matter stems from the General Assembly resolutions on Kampuchea 
which is currently under Vietnamese occupation. Of course, there is no point in 
taking the matter to the Security Council because it will be promptly vetoed by the 
Soviet Union. As a matter of fect the resolution that Vietnam should withdraw from 
Kampuchea, and that Heng Samrin regime is not the legitimate representative of that 
country, received about 30 votes gore than the Golan Heights resolution. There 

is also a similar resolution passed with a thumping majority about Soviet occupation 
of Afghanistan. But nobody really seems to care. 


It is the impotency of the UN--perhaps we should say impotency of world opinion-- 
that has made ASEAN members try to find a workable solution for Kampuchea with the 
help of China. But here again, while there is basic agreement on the objectives to 
be achieved, a modus vivéndi to bring the three Khmer factions of Prince Sihanouk, 
Son Sann and Khieu Samphan .o some agreement is running into problems. The re- 
calcitrance of the Khmer Rouge, despite the suave language used, is consistently 
frustrating ASEAN leaders. 
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This frustration of ASEAN was first openly expressed by Malaysian Prime Minister 
Mahathir Mohammad and was backed by Indonesian Foreign Minister Mokhtar Kusumaatmaja. 
Our foreign minister is also unable to conceal his frustration when he points out 
that ASEAN has done a lot toward solving the Kampuchean problem and that it is time 
for the parties concerned to do something towards a solution. It is time that 

both China and the Khmer Rouge do some serious thinking and prevent this simmering 
frustration from bodling over.

TRAWLER WITH CONTRABAND SEIZED--Customs officials on Monday [18 January] intercepted 
a fishing trawler and confiscated 6 million baht worth of contraband. The officials 
said that they spotted the trawler about § nautical miles off (Prung) Island of 

Trat Province. The trawler with nine crewmen was heading for the Kampuchean coast- 
line when the officials intercepted it and demanded a search. They found large 
quantities of flash light batteries, clothing, bicycles and seasoning powder worth 
6 million baht on the boat. The trawler's skipper failed to produce a skipper 
license. He was detained along with the other crewmen. The transportation of stra- 
tegic goods across the border is prohibited in Trat Province.
